THE REICROSS 

Born at Geneva in “the 
Alabama Room” 


“In Geneva, Switzerland, a few 
years ago,” said Mr. W. B. Reynolds, 
“I was taken to a government build¬ 
ing in which the famous arbitration 
was conducted over the building in 
England of the renowned warship, 
‘The Alabama,’ which was so de¬ 
structive to the commerce of the 
United States in the hands of the 
Southern Confederacy. 

“The United States Government, 
it will be remembered, contended 
that this ship should never have 
been sold to the Confederate Gov¬ 
ernment and came near declaring 
war against England on account of 
it. However, the matter was sub¬ 
mitted to arbitration, which took 
place in Geneva, and the room in 
which the deliberations were held is 
still called ‘the Alabama room’ 

“This room is now doubly histor¬ 
ical from the fact that in it the Red 
Cross organization had its birth. In 
1864 the European convention, as¬ 
sembled at Geneva, in ‘the Alaoama 
room,’ agreed to regulations which 
maUe not only the wounded them¬ 
selves but the official staff of am¬ 
bulances and their equipment neu¬ 
tral, and not subject to capture or 
seizure. 

“The emblem of the Red Cross is, 
as we well know, a red cross on 
white. The Swiss flag is a white 
cross on red.”

YARD AT MOBILE 

CHICKASAW SHIPBUILDING COM¬ 
PANY TO ERECT PLANT IN 
GULF CITY AT ONCE. 


riVO VILLAGES TO BE BUILT 


Yen Shipways Will Be Laid Down and 
Wharves of Suitable Capacity 
Will Be Built. 


Mobile.—George Gordon Crawford, 
president of the Tennessee company 
and president of the newly organized 
Chickasaw Shipbuilding company, 
made the following annoucment: It 
is proposed to begin construction im- 
rneidately on a shipyard upon the land 
recently purchased north of Mobile. 
Ten shipways will be laid down and 
wharves of suitable capacity for fitting 
out the ships will be built. A large 
power plant, boiler shop, plate and 
angle shop, machine shop, steel metal 
shop, joiner shop, forge shop, store 
house and main office will be con¬ 
structed. Two large villages have 
been laid out, one for white and one 
for colored workmen. Both villages 
will have paved main streets and side¬ 
walks, stoiTn and sanitary sewers, a 
pure water supply and street railway 
apd electric light service. About 1,600 
houses of attractive appearance will 
be completed during the next 12 
months. The health, safety, comfort 
and recreation of the employes and 
their families will be considered in 
planning the works and villages. The 
construction of the shipbuilding plant 
w'ill be done by the Chickasaw Ship¬ 
building company. The board of 
directors will be as follows: B. H. 
Gary, J. A. Farrell, Geo. G. Crawford, 
H. C. Ryding, L. T. Beecher.

UOLDTWENTY-FitiSIlitSSiON 


Good Roads Development Will Be Un¬ 
dertaken On a Much Larger Scale 
By State Organization 


Birmingham.;—The Alabama Good 
Roads Association met here Novem¬ 
ber 27, for the twenty-first annual ses¬ 
sion. Thq meeting this year was per¬ 
haps the largest attended ever held 
by the State Association. Delegates 
from every community of importance 
were present. 

Good roads development will be un¬ 
dertaken on a .scale never before at¬ 
tempted by the State organization. 
The matter of building roads In the 
different sections of the State, how 
this can be done most economically, 
what the requirements of the various 
counties are, and of how the State 
and government aid can best be ob¬ 
tained constituted a greater part of 
the discussion. 

The serious consideration of the 
matter of building highways now was 
taken up. Several matters 4ipon which 
legislation will be necessary were 
urged. A delegation was instructed to 
see that every effort Is made to get 
the licenses from all automobiles in 
Alabama applied to the road building 
fund. A strong fight to end the con¬ 
vict lease system to the coal mining 
and lumber corporations was made, 
and the transfer of all convict labor 
to the public roads was sought.

Coal Production About 21,000,000 Tons 

Birmingham. — C_ H. Nesbitt, chiel 
mine Inspector of Alabama, thinks the 
coal production of the state for 1917 
wilt approximate 21,000,000 tons, 
which will be by far the largest ever 
recorded in Alabama. His' estimate is 
all the more impressive when the 
handicaps of the year in mining cir¬ 
cles are considered. When asked 
for a statement on the prob¬ 
able output for the year, Mr. Nes¬ 
bitt said; “W’e can only approximate 
the tonnage, as we do not receive au¬ 
thentic reports until the close of the 
calendar year. However, taking intc 
consideration the increase in 1916 ovei 
1915, which amounted to 2,967,79-1 
tons; that 199 mines were in operatloi 
in 1916, whereas in 1917 there art 
working about 297, and a greater num. 
ber of coke ovens; recalling also Iht 
fact that the commercial coal markei 
was not vehy actilve during 1916 un 
tii the last quarter, while the 'W^holt 
of this year has shown gi-eat activitj 
in all lines, notwithstanding some In 
terruptions, viz: Car shortage and t 
temporary lull in midsummer, due tt 
labor troubles, I do not think It ex 
cessive to approximate the pfoductior 
for this year at 21,000,000 tons, a: 
against 18,234,625 tons in 1916, pro 
vided conditions remain undisturbed.’

From 
1803 to 1833 it was a violation of law 
to make music for the sake of mer¬ 
riment or to practice or perform any 
kind of business on the day commonly 
called Sunday.

Alabama to Help Save Texas Cow* 
Richard M. Hobbie, food adminis¬ 
trator for Alabama, announces that 
arrangements have been completed 
for the sale of 15,000 tons of peanut 
cake to the stock raisers of Western 
Texas, furnishing an outlet for the 
output of the crushing mills in Ala- 
baina and saving the lives of thou¬ 
sands of cattle reported to be starv¬ 
ing. 

To turn out this amount of peanut 
cake, which is to take tlie place of 
cotton seed cake, every cotton seed 
crushing plant in the state will be 
asked to furnish its quota and the 
government will furnish cars for 
transportation as fast as it can be 
manufactured.

48 Counties Will Receive Bonuses 
Forty-eight counties will receive 
bonuses ranging from $1,000 to $3,000 
each this year because of the adoption 
of the local educational tax, accord¬ 
ing to a list filed with the state audi¬ 
tor by Spright Dowell, state superin¬ 
tendent of education.

Washinsfton. 

; Government operation of railroads 
for the relief of the eastern traffic sit- 
juation, during the war loomed up as 
jan Increasing possibility in the minds 
of officials and railroad beads. 

Secretary McAdoo authorized anoth- 
■er credit to Belgium of $7,500,000, mak- 
|ing the total credits to Belgium al¬ 
ready $65,900,000, and the total/to all 
[the allies $3,883,900,000. 

; Declarations of war against Austria, 
Turkey and Bulgaria, Senator Stone, 
of the senate foreign relations com¬ 
mittee, declared seem “excfledingliy 
advisable to simplify a .situation now 
anomalous.” 

The death penalty upon an enlisted 
man of the American army, who is of 
German birth, who was convicted of de¬ 
sertion at Panama will probably be 
commuted to a long term imprison¬ 
ment. 

A bumper world crop of corn, pota¬ 
toes, rice, wheat and tobacco are pre¬ 
dicted by estimates compiled by the 
International Institute of Agriculture 
at Rome and made public by the de¬ 
partment of agriculttire. 

Severe ci-iticism of those responsible 
for the deportation of 1, 186 striking 
copper workers from Bisbee, Ariz., and 
the Warren mining district last July 12 
is contained in a report of the presi- 
den't’s special labor commission and 
made public by the president. 

An officer of the British admiralty 
to decorate certain officers and men of 
two- American destroyers for their 
services in combating Gtrnian subma¬ 
rines has been declined, Scretary Dan¬ 
iels announced because the laws of 
this country prever,t .soldiers and sail¬ 
ors from receiving decorations from 
foreign governments. 

Man power exerted on the fifeld of 
France will bring victory In (his war 
Provost Marshal General Crowder de¬ 
clared in a statement of the aims, ac¬ 
complishment and future of the select¬ 
ive draft system addressed to mem¬ 
bers of the local boards and made pub¬ 
lic. 

Rear Admiral Washington L. Capps, 
general manager of the Shipping 
Board’s Emergency Fleet corporation, 
was relieved fi-om duly in that posi¬ 
tion by President Wilson at his own 
request because of, ill health and with 
expressions of deepest regret by the 
chief executive. 

The interstate commerce commis¬ 
sion announced tliat it would hold a 
hearing December 7 on the application 
of express companies for a ten per cent 
increase in rates. 

American army officers in France 
who have returned to Washington 
knew the British were idanning to use 
tanks on an unprecedented scale in 
the Arras offensive and kept the se¬ 
cret. 

Following the proposal made by the 
Bolsheviki government in Russia for 
an armistice, a reduction, in the Rus¬ 
sian army has been ordered by Nikolai 
Lenjn, the Bolsheviki lead»>r, to take ef¬ 
fect in’iiec'iately. 

Leon Trotrfky, the i.!-)lsheviki foreign 
minister, in an interview, announces 
that the Bolsheviki are against a sep¬ 
arate peace with Germany, but desire 
a universal peace with the European 
nation..

Pate of the 63 negro defendants in 
the Houston riot cotirt-marfial now 
rests with the-tliree brigadier generals 
and ten colonels comprising the court, 
as arguments have been completed. 

■ Members of the court in the Houston 
negro riot have been given a complete 
transcript of, the pi-oceedings of the 
trial which began November 1. They 
will meet in the post chapel to decide 
their findings. 

Franz Rintelen, guilty of conspiracy 
in connection witli fraudulenlly obtain¬ 
ing a passport, was sentenced in New 
York to one year and eight months in 
Jhe Atlanta federal penitentiary. . 

Before going to the Atlanta federal 
pententiary, Franz Rintelen will com¬ 
plete a tenn of one year in a New Jer¬ 
sey pententiary on the charge of con¬ 
spiracy to cause labor troublo.s in mu¬ 
nitions factories. 

Ten ipersons were killed in Milwau¬ 
kee, Wis., wlien an Italian bomb, de¬ 
signed to destroj’ the Italian Lutheran 
church in the third ward, an Italian set- 
vement, exploded in central police 
station. 

The safe in the state bank at Fran- 
eesville, Ind., was blown open by rob¬ 
bers and about $.5,000 in Liberty bonds, 
$500 each of the V. M. C. A. war fund, 
and $8,000 of the bank’s cash were 
taken. 

Herman Bose, an aviator, was killed 
when his machine became unmanage¬ 
able and plunged into the bay at Pen¬ 
sacola, Fla. 

James Hamilton Peabody, governor 
of Colorado during the “Cripple Creek 
strike” in 1903, when there were a 
number of clashes between the state 
troops and the strikers and their sym¬ 
pathizers, died in Denver, Colo. Mr. 
Peabody was 60 years old. 

A concerted, country-wide effort to 
round up “fake” British army officers 
who, it is said, have imposed on thif 
American people, is to be made by 
BriUs^h officers now in New York. 


Thou.sands of unnaturalized Ger¬ 
mans were forced to move from tlieir 
homes near dock.s, piers, railway ter¬ 
minals and otlrer establishments de¬ 
clared barred by President Wilson. 

Thousands of unnaturalized Ger¬ 
mans will lose their jobs as a result of 
President Wilson’s barred zone pro¬ 
clamation, where they were employed 
within the forbidden areas. 

Mayors of eastern seaport cities 
■were asked for the co-operation of 
their police departments in the regis¬ 
tration of alien enemies under the 
president’s proclamation, and a few 
early replies to the department of jus¬ 
tice indicated, that the police would 
willingly undertake ihe task of en¬ 
rolling thousands of German aduR 
males and soliciting data on their oc¬ 
cupations and habits for future ref¬ 
erences. 

William Green secretary of the Unit¬ 
ed Mine Workers, announced on the 
floor of the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor at Buffalo, N. Y., 
that a telegram had been received stat¬ 
ing that'a verdict has been given 
against the mine workers for $200,000 
damages in the action brought by the 
Bache Coal company for damages to 
their property near Fort Smith, Ark. 

Announcement -was made that attor¬ 
neys for the United Mine Workers of 
America would appeal direct to the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
from the verdict returned 'by a jury 
in the federal district court at Port 
Smith, Ark., awarding the Bache-Den- 
man mining syndicate $200,000 dam¬ 
ages in its suit against the mine work¬ 
ers’ organization. 

Jeremiah A. O’Leary, president of 
the American Truth Society and editor 
of “The Bull,” a publication recently 
barred from the mails, was indicted on 
the charge of violating the espionage 
act and the postal laws in New York. 

The grand jury inquiry into the finan¬ 
cial operations of the recent army and 
navy bazaar, which netted profits of 
only $750 out of receipts of about $71,- 
000, resulted in the indictment on the 
charge of forgery and larcency of C. 
Donaiy Fox, described as chief pro¬ 
moter of the war charity. 


European. 

If Russia enters into separate peace 
negotiations, the ministers of the al¬ 
lied powers at Petrograd will demand 
their passports, according to a dispatch 
from Haparanda. 

At a meeting of the foreign ambassa¬ 
dors at the American einbassey in 
Petrograd it was decided to ignore M. 
Trotzky, the Bolsheviki foreign minis¬ 
ter, demanding an armistice. 

Since large reinforcements of British 
and French have arrived in northern 
Italy the peril of the Italian troops 
guarding the Piave line and hill coun¬ 
try apparently is at an end. 

Although faced everywhere by supe¬ 
rior numbers of mep and gunpowder 
the Italians have valiantly defended 
every foot of ground in the hills and 
along Ihe Piave. 

In the hills and along the Piave the 
Italians have actually ta-ken the of¬ 
fensive against the invaders and push¬ 
ed them back from stragetic points of 
vantage they had gained. ■ 

After being lost at sea for nearly 
sixty hours, at a French port, three 
American naval airmen, suffering from 
cold, exhau-ofion nnd hunger, were pick¬ 
ed up by a hTench patrol boat. 

After hard fighting, Field Marshal 
Haig’s forces are now in possession of 
Bourlon and the greater part of the 
Bourlon wood, giving them a dominat¬ 
ing p.osition over the surrounding coun¬ 
try. 

English, Wel.sh' and fjcotlish bat¬ 
talion, aided by the cavalry, now di.s- 
mounted, encompassed . the defeat of 
the Gerlnans in the vicinily of Bourlon 
and tile B’ourlon woods. 

The Journal de Genewe of Geneva, 
commenting upon Lord Robfrt Cecil’s 
declaration against the recognition of 
Lenine’s regime in Russia quotes him 
as saying that it is a danger to the 
allies. 

Sanguinary battles are in progress 
between the Brenta and Piave rivers 
where the Germans are trying to bi'oak 
through the hill counry to the Vene¬ 
tian plains. , 

West of the upper reaches, of the 
Piave -(vliere the enemy is endeavor¬ 
ing to jjain the valley leading into Vc- 
netia, the Berlin war office claims the 
capture of Monte Fontana and Monte 
Spinaccip, but, according lo the Rome 
war office, except on the former posi¬ 
tion, where a few advanced Italian 
lines were reached, the en,emy every¬ 
where have been repulsed. 

The latest American transports to 
reach France had an exciting trip. The 
first night in the zone two of them 
collided and the second nigiit they 
were attacked by a submarine. 

An official wireless from Petrograd 
says General Dukonin has been depo.s- 
ed by the council of the peoi)le’s com- 
missiaries for “refusing to obey their 
orders by hffering an amistice.” 

A Copenhagen report says that a 
Berlin correspondent learns that the 
German government lias received in¬ 
formation that the Ru.ssian maximalist 
government has declared Russia out 
of the ■war. 

Colonel E. M. House and ihe mem¬ 
bers of the American mission which 
he heads, arrived in Paris from Eng¬ 
land. 

Of interest in vie^w of the British 
victory achieved through the tanks is 
a Berlin Taggeblatt quotation: “The 
role of British tanks has been played 
out. Our artillery mows them down.” 

The makings ■ of a German govern¬ 
ment scandal are contained in an arti¬ 
cle written by Dr. Heim, leader of the 
Bavarian peasant party, attacking high 
officials of the government pureha.s- 
Ing and distributing agencies for pri¬ 
vate profiteering at the public expense.

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NEW AUTOMATIC LIGHT BUOY 


Produces Its Own Electric Current and 

Requires Only Casual Attention— 
Being Operated at Small Cost. 

Because an automatic light buoy 
Jesigned by an inventor of marine ap¬ 
paratus produces its oVn electric cur¬ 
rent and demands only casual atten¬ 
tion, tlie cost of maintaining it amounts 
<o practically nothing, .Says Popular 
mechanics Magazine. Its mechanism Is 
not complicated. A vertical .shaft 
mounted on hall hearings is actuated 
hy a weighted horizontal arm that 
swings hack and forth as the buoy is 
rocked by the waves.

Each time the 
weights swing either to the left or the 
right, the generator makes a few quick 
turns and develops a strong .spark that 
passes tlirough a gas-filled glass tube 
and pro(iuces a bright flash of light. 

Obviously the strength and fre¬ 
quency of the flashes increase as the 
sea grows ronglier. 

The priniatic outer cylinder of the 
lamp is red. l>lue or any desired color.

TMIAN UNE 
IS REINFORCED 

LARGE NUMBERS OF BRITISH 
AND FRENCH TROOPS COME 
TO RESCUE 


ITAUANS FIGHT VALIANTLY 

Peril of Troops Guarding Piave Line 
at an End—General Byng’s 
Troops Holding Own. 


London.—The peril of the Italian 
joops guarding the Piave line and 
the hill country in northern Italy 
against the Teutonic allies is at an 
end Larg# numbers of British and 
French reinforcements, infantry and 
artillery, at last have arrived upon 
the scene, After days of anxious wait¬ 
ing, in which the Italians have borne 
the brunt of terrific fighting on both 
fronts and kept back the enemy from 
a further invasion of the Venetian 
plain. 

--Vlthough ■ faced everywhere by su¬ 
perior numbers of men and gun pow¬ 
er, the Italians have valiantly de¬ 
fended every foot of gi'ound in the 
hills and along the Piave, and in the 
tornier region in recent days actually 
have taken the offenpive against the 
invaders and pushed them back from 
strategic points of vantage they had 
gained under terrific sacrifices In 
lives. 

For eight days the allied reinforce¬ 
ments marched to the rescue, bring¬ 
ing along with them large numbers 
of guns and huge supply traiils. .\11 
the troops are declared to be in fine 
fettle and eager to test tl*eir strength 
.'gainst the enemy. 

Just where the British and French 
forces will be thrown into the fray has 
not been made known,' but doubtless 
large numbers of them will be used 
to strengthen the Italian front on the 
north from Lake Garda eastward to 
the Piave, where the Austro-Germans 
have been making their strongest ef- 
f-.'rts to pierce the Italian lino. 

At last accounts General Byng’s 
British troops before Cqmbrai were 
holding in their entirety the Bourlon, 
positions west of Cambrai. Since 
their repulse of Sunday the Germans 
had failed to renew their counter at 
tacks. Only minor operations have 
taken place on any of the sectors cf 
the wide front where Byng’s men last 
week carried out their swift, and spec¬ 
tacular operation, which resulted in 
the smashing of the famous Hiaden- 
burg line. 

Along the Chemin Des Dames and 
ill the Verdun region violent artillery 
duels are in progress between the 
French and the Germans, In the lat. 
ley sector the Germans several times 
essayed attacks with the purpose of 
recapturing ground taken from them 
Sunday, but with repulse. This 
ground, which is situated to the north 
of Ihe famous Hill 344, for the posses¬ 
sion of which so many sanguinary bat¬ 
tles have been fought, is in the pro¬ 
cess of consolidation of General Pe- 
tain’s men. 

Daily the operations of the British 
having for their pul^ose the invest¬ 
ment of Jerusalem are being ushed 
forward. Soutinvest and west of the 
city British cavalry have taken, re¬ 
spectively, Bittir station and Ain Ka¬ 
rim, six miles and throe and one-half 
miles frprn the city’s gates. Just out¬ 
side the city to the west, and to the 
north strong contingents of Turks are 
assembled to oppose a further ad¬ 
vance. 

To the northeast, on the Mediter¬ 
ranean coast, advanced patrols of the 
British four miles north of Jaffa have 
been forced to give ground before a 
Turkish attack. 


Eighf Survivors of Crew Land 
-An Atlantic Port.—Eight survivors 
of the crew of the American freight 
steamship Rochester, torpedoed off 
the Irish coast early this month, ar¬ 
rived here. They confirmed reports 
that the vessel was sunk wllhout 
warning. 


Great Deeds of Serbians. 

The (leed.s of tlie^ Serbians and of 
^ara George, their leader, are so re- 
markable, according to a recent his¬ 
torian. that even lagend can hardly 
exaggerate them. A handful of rayahs 
arises suddenly, routs great 'J'urkisb 
armies, besieges citadeis, alternately 
defends and defeats pa.slius, and final¬ 
ly wins it.s Independence by its own 
Iiravery. 'I’lierc is no case in whicli a 
single small power in the Balkans has 
done so inucli without more aid from 
tlie groat powers. What Greece owed 
to Canning, Roiimania to Louts Napo¬ 
leon, and Bulgaria to Tsar Alexander, 
the tiny states of Serbia niul Monte¬ 
negro owed to themselves. Tlie latter 
maintained, the former achieved, her 
liberty In the face of the whole 'Turk- 
Isli empire. 


Harris Manager of Fleet Corporation 
Washington.—Rear Admiral Fred¬ 
erick -R. Harris, chief of the navy’s 
bureau of yards and dock.s, was named 
to succeed Rear Admiral Capps as gen¬ 
eral manager of the shipping hoard’s 
emergency fleet corporation. Admiral 
Capps asked to be relieved because of 
ill health. He was named by Presi¬ 
dent Wilson to succeed Maj. Gen. 
George W. Goethals. who resigned, 
after differences with William Den¬ 
man, then chairman of the shipping 
hoard. Admiral Harris was assigned 
to the place by Secretary Daniels.

uESSON FOR DECEMBER 2 


NEHEMIAH BUILDS THE WALL OF 
JERUSALEM. _ 

LESSON TEXT—Nehemiah 4:7-21. 
GOLDEN TBXT-^The Lord Is my 
Helper and I will not fear what man 
shall do unto me.—Hebrews 13:6. 

The lesson of November 18 spoke of 
Nehemiah journeying to Jerusalem, 
After his arrival he spent three days 
In looking over the work; then he 
told the priests and other leaders his 
plans. Enthusiasm was awakened, all 
classes were aroused, the work of the 
building of the wall of the city was 
apportioned among the people, and 
soon half of the wall was completed 
“for the people had a mind to work.” 

I. The Wrath -of the Enemy, vv. 7-9. 
The progress of the work kept up 
the anger of Sanballat the Horonite 
and his friends who formed an alli¬ 
ance to hinder the wall being built 
(vv. 7, 8). When God begins to work 
through his people, Satan Is aroused 
and tries ' to interfere. It Is no sign 
that a Christian is out of the will 
of God when opposition Is felt. The 
enemy will always be on hand to try 
to hinder whenever a real work for 
God is going forward. Dead formal 
Christianity runs smoothly and with 
deadly monotony and Satan lets it 
alone, but as soon as some results of 
real work are seen, opposition Is at 
once felt. Thus it was when God 
sent his Son Into the world, and so 
it has been in every movement for 
God In the church, and so it will be 
in the Individual Christian life. From 
the next verse (9) we would almost 
think that Nehemiah had heard onr 
Lord’s injun’etion to “watch and pray.” 
Many do much watching and fail; 
many do much praying and fail; hut 
none ever turns to watching and pray¬ 
ing without finding victory. Prayer 
alone , means sloth; watching alone 
means pride; but watching and pray¬ 
ing victory. 

II. Internal Opposition, vv. 10-14. 
Sanballat and his friends were not 
the only ones Nehemiah had to con¬ 
tend with. Among those that worked 
on the wall were some shlrkCTs and 
grumblers. They had become discour¬ 
aged in the work and bega'n to say 
they could never complete it (v. 10). 
If Satan fails to hinder the work 
from the outside, he wiU attempt to 
create dissatisfaction on the in.side. 
Internal confusion ^of the church is 
inbre to be dreaded'than open opposi¬ 
tion from a known enemy. Dissension 
and confusion in the church can usu- 
aliy be traced to workers becoming dis¬ 
couraged. The plot of the enemy to 
make a surprise attack was dis¬ 
covered by the Jews who lived out- 
.side tlie city. They reported it not 
once, but ten times, with the sugge.s- 
tion that the work on the wall be 
stopped, and safety souglit by leav¬ 
ing the city altogetjier ^'v. 11. 12). 
When the enemy’s open opposition 
fails and discouragement has been 
tried, an attempt is made to bring fear 
upon the worker.s. But the Bible is 
full of-exhortations for Christians to 
“foc.r not.” Could these workers on 
the walls of .Terusalem have seen the 
unseen, it would have made little dif¬ 
ferences to them wiiether the enemies 
were numliered hy tens or tliousands, 
and could Clirbitlans today realize that 
God is for them, all opposition would 
bo as nothing. (I Cor. 10:13; Rom. 
8:31; Phil. 4:13). Nehemiah at once 
proceeded to allay the fears (13. 
14). Armed forces wore arranged 
about the walls to guard against the 
I’eported surprise attack. The warri¬ 
ors were placed so that in the event 
of liattle they would be protecting 
their own particular families. Then 
Nehemiah made a short speech of en¬ 
couragement to the people, the heart 
of wliicb was “Remember the Ijord 
Avhich is great and terrible.” Remem¬ 
bering him would drive the fear away. 
Tliey who are on the Lord's side are 
already victors even before the bat¬ 
tle has begun. Someone said to a 
great general ticfore a coi'tain bat¬ 
tle began : “I hope the Lord is on our 
side.” The reply was: “I trust we 
are on the Lord’s side.” lYhcn this Is 
true, there need he no fear wlietiier 
the enemies ho few or many. Neho- 
miah then exliorted them to fight for 
their families and their homes. Tills 
two-fold secret of the victory is pre¬ 
sented to us over and over in this hook 
of Nehemiah, and nowhere is so prom¬ 
inent as in tliis lesson. A'ictory for 
the Christian depends on two things: 
IVe must trust in the Lord as though 
all depended on him, anil we must 
work and fight as though all depended 
on us. This is tlie secret of the suc¬ 
cess of Nehemiah. 

III. The Progress of the Work, (vv. 
15-21). The speech of Nehemiah hav¬ 
ing quieted the fears of the people and 
the enemy having heard tliat their 
plans were known and that God liad 
brought their counsel to nouglit, all 
the people returned to the work with 
renewed enthusiasm and purpose (15). 
There was a rearrangement of forces 
(1(1-21). Half of the people worked: 
half, full armed, stood guard. A trum¬ 
peter was beside Nehemiah, so that at 

j the first alarm from outside all the 
I workers and warriors could be called 
! to the threatened .spot. Then the:- 
j went ahead \vith buidliug of the wall

The Kilby idea o£ an e.xecutive 
budget,—an idea ti.at lifts been in¬ 
dorsed by Preside:'.;, Woorlrow. Wilson, 
by the way,—is Kora oi" a desire to 
serve. It i.s in harmony with a now 
idea in American politics that would 
reform governmental organisation and 
procedure in the interest of popular 
control and officiency, thus putting an 
end to invisible, irresponsible govern¬ 
ment in this State. 

Mr, Kilby believes that taxes repre¬ 
sent individual effort as applied to the 
State’s needs' as rettdily as does the 
labor of citizens directly enforced, and 
he looks upon the budget as’a means 
through which the people of the' state 
may assure themselves that their ef¬ 
fort, or taxes has been used in the 
interest of the peojile and not for pri¬ 
vate gain. Publiciiy is the lund.-imen- 
tal idea in the Kilby budget plan, and 
I'.e would serve the people by assuring 
them that their mdacy is not misused, 
frittered away, or used for any pur¬ 
pose not approved by the people, but 
that it will be made to produce tbe 
maximum results for the effort ex¬ 
pended. 

Thus viewed the budget becomes 
one of the most powerful instruments 
of democracy, and is more than a plan 
of checking or reducing the tax rate, 
and more than a mere scheme of ac¬ 
countants and efficiency experts. It is 
a scientific means of letting the, peo¬ 
ple know how their business is being 
conducted. 

Inaugurate an executive budget o'' 
this kind in Alabama, and you will 
no longer see the press and the poli- 
l^icians of th.e state disputing as to who 
is responsible for the state’s deficit; 
for when the legislature of Alabama 
enacts a budget bill after the Kilby 
idea, the responsibility will be on th-.: 
executive, and the people will h.-'.ve 
plain facts and itemized figures froi-i 
which to draw conclusions.

ton and so fystr;".:-., r:K! the ci'y’s. r'.

been tbe one city in the state that has 
lived wi';.;'! it.s i/Komo, ajii- 
has the l&w-.'st tax r.ite of any city 
in the South. 

Two years later Calhoun county vot¬ 
ed out saloons, and t.h,?' pc.'i.fie of th-- 
city, realizing tha! prc-iibiLion hers 
had once before been made a fare: 
through non-enfor'cement, dicided that 
this time they wouM put into office 0 
man with the necessary backbone and 
moral courage to enforce the law. Tom 
Kilby was that man and he made .4.n- 
niston so dry that, as Billy Sunday 
says, ‘you had to prime yourself to 
spit.’ ^

when he led the fight in America 
a.gainst the bucket shops, putting them 
out of business here under powerful 
opposition when It was plain that they 
liad become little more than gambling 
joints to prey on the credulous pub¬ 
lic. ' 

Kilby’s record as mayor of Annis¬ 
ton caused tbe prohibitionists of the 
c'ounty to send him to the state sen- 
ate, and there, in the face of over¬ 
whelming majority, he fought to the 
last day of the session to redeem his 
platform pledges. 

Then when he was made lieutenant 
governor on a prohibition platform an¬ 
other effort was made to checkmate 
him by preventing his appointing the 
senate committees; but he achieved a 
signal victory over the Henderson 
Lewis faction, and saw his pledge to 
the people of the state vindicated in 
the passage, of the most effective pro¬ 
hibition law possible under the national 
law as it then existed. He supplement¬ 
ed this service afterward by helping 
to secure the passage, as a war meas¬ 
ure, of the national prohibition laws 
as they now stand, and he would have 
rendered greater service to the peo¬ 
ple of the state had Governor Hendet- 
spn not declined proffered aid toward 
remedial financial legislation.

He claims no 
individual credit for any of these 
achievements, other thati as a mem¬ 
ber of the Anniston team; but be is 
iiev-rr .sati.sfied merely to give his time 
or hi's money to a public enterprise.

C A. called on Mr. Kilby to raise $6,000 
in Anni.ston.

The next morning, under the magnetic

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Freight Rates in Alabama 


A petition has been filed by the under¬ 
signed railroads, witli the Alabama Public 
Service Commission, proposing a revision 
of Alabama frdight rates, conforming to 
the principles followed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in its long and 
short haul order issued in compliance with 
Federal law. The Commission has set 
Jan. 16 th as the date on which the hear¬ 
ing is to be held. 


PURPOSES OF PETITION. 


TO FURNISH INFORMATION. 


The purposes of the proposed revision 
in Alabama are: 


First: To make an adjustment of in¬ 
trastate rates that will conform to 
the long and short haul principles 
prescribed by the Interstate Com,- 
merce Commission in connection 
with interstate rates, thereby re¬ 
moving numerous inconsistencies 
and unjust discriminations in favor 
of the larger cities or communities 
and against the smaller towns or 
communities. 


, The effect of this proposed revision 
will be to produce both reductions and 
advances in the freight rates between 
points in Alabama on the several lines 
and will also remove many discrimina¬ 
tions between interstate rates and in¬ 
trastate rates which have been accen¬ 
tuated by the recent interstate! revision 
made in conformity with the order of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 


Second: To bring about a proper and 
consistent relationship in the intra- 
■ state rates applicable between points 
in Alabama and the interstate rates 
applicable between points in Ala¬ 
bama and points in surrounding 
states, thereby removing numerous 
inconsistencies and unjust discrimi¬ 
nations against interstate traffic. 


For the purpose of furnishing author¬ 
itative infomation in regard to the 
rates proposed in this revision, there 
will be located at the Exchange Hotel 
in Montgomery, Alabama, for the week 
of Dec. 10th, to Dec. 15th, inclusive, a 
committee composed of the following 
traffic representatives: 


Third: To readjust the intrastate Ala¬ 
bama rates on many commodities 
moving in large volume, which do 
not now pay their just share of the 
cost of transportation, thereby re¬ 
moving this unjust discrimination 
against other traffic. 


Fourth: To afford the carriers in Ala¬ 
bama more adequate revenue from 
intrastate freight iransportation for 
the service performed.

STATE GETS AVIATION CAMP 


Washington. — Immediate declara- 
tio,n of war against Anstria-Hungary 
was recommended to Congress by 
President Wilson. The president did 
not, however, recommend 'a declara¬ 
tion of war against Turkey and Bul¬ 
garia at this time. 

Immediate war against Austria, the 
President told- Congress, was neces¬ 
sary io meet the anamalous situation 
the United States faces In its war 
with Germany, even though, he de¬ 
clared, Austria was not her 'Own mis¬ 
tress and merely a. vassal of Ger¬ 
many. 

, The sam'e logic, he said, would lead 
to war .against Turkey and Bulgaria, 
but they do not yet. he said, stand in 
the path of the United States in its 
war against Pnisslan autocracy. 

In ringing apd definite terms the 
President declared that nbthing snail 
turn the United States aside until the 
war Is won and Germany , is beaten. 
All talk of peace, he pronounced, out 
of the question. 

Peace, the President declared, could 
come, only when the German people 
make it through rulers the world can 
trust; when they make reparation for 
the destruction their present rulers 
have wrought and when Germany re¬ 
cedes from all the territory acquired 
by armed conquest. 

Never before in the. history of state 
papers had such elaborate precau¬ 
tions been taken to prevent the con¬ 
tents of the President’s address be¬ 
coming known in advance to the gen-._ 
eral public. 

No official legislation was fothcom- 
ing as to the reason, but no copies of 
the address were available until the 
executive actually reached the capito' 
building. The result was that official¬ 
dom was excited over the address and 
every Senator and Representative now 
in Washington was in his seat some 
time before the joint session assem¬ 
bled. Admittance to the capitol build¬ 
ing was entirely by card. Sufficient 
had been Issued, however, to insure 
taht every Inch of available' space In 
the roomy galleries of the House 
chamber was filled: 

Click of Knitting Needles 

The majority of those In attendance 
were women, and a great many of 
them' had brought their knitting with 
them and the rhythmic clicking of 
the knitting needles was much in evi¬ 
dence prior to the opening of the ses¬ 
sion. 

The members of the cabinet occu¬ 
pied (heir customary seats on the 
floor. In the 'diplomatic gallery uni¬ 
formed officers of the various entente 
missions had seats with the regular 
diplomats entitled to space there. The 
aiplomats were greatly interested in 
the contents of the'mfessage, and in 
accordance witb» custom all were fur¬ 
nished copies as soon as the Presi¬ 
dent started to /talk. 

Mrs. Wilson accompanied the Presi¬ 
dent from the White House to the 
capitol and occupied a seat in the ex¬ 
ecutive gallery with the other mem¬ 
bers of the President's immediate 
family. 

The members of the Senate came 
in a body to the House chamber short¬ 
ly before 12:30, headed by Vice Presi¬ 
dent Marshall and Sergeant-at-Arms 
Higgins. The front row of benches 
in the House chamber bad been re¬ 
served for the Senators. 

Wilson Wildly Cheered 

A wild demonstration greeted the 
President’s recommendation that war 
be declared against Austria-Hungary. 
Senators and Representatives arose in 
their seats and cheered and applauded 
while visiting members of the diplo¬ 
matic corps smiled and applauded. 

Senators LaFollette and Gore, how¬ 
ever, did not applauc!. 

Another outburst greeted the Pres¬ 
ident’s declaKatlon that reparation 
must be made for the damage done by 
the German army. 

The closing declaration that the 
whole energy of the nation should be 
devoted to winning the war evoked 
long outbursts. In this passage the 
President approached an unusually 
dramatic delivery and as he turned 
down the last page of his manuscript 
and bowed slightly, the entire assem¬ 
blage rose and the -tumult lasted a 
half minute. 

The President smiled, tucking his 
glasses in Iiis vest pocket as he 
stepped from the rostrum, and left the 
chamber. '

Auburn.—The Alabama Livestock 
Board, through its chairman, Dr. C. A. 
Cary, has given out the following state¬ 
ment and new rules governing the 
movement of cattle in the State pf 
Alabama after the first of January, 
1918: “On December 1, 1917, 61 per 
cent of the area'of Alabama will have 
been released from United States 
quarantine. The remaining 39 per 
cent niust become tick free and be re¬ 
leased from Federal quarantine it it 
receives and does its part in the pro- 
ductlcn of these necessary war time 
products ,and, if it ceases to be danger¬ 
ous to th« tick free areas of this and 
other States. The recent changes in 
the regulations of the* Livestock San¬ 
itary Board of Alabama prohibits the 
movement of tick infested cattle from 
tick infested areas or counties in Ala¬ 
bama after January 1, 1918. The ef¬ 
fect of this requirement will in no 
way interfere with counties that have 
taken, up active tick eradication or 
counties preparing to do active tick 
eradication. It will help such coun¬ 
ties. In fact, all tick Infested counties 
can best comply with the new require¬ 
ments, in shipping or moving cattle, 
and improving and raising cattle, by 
taking up active tick eradication.”

Big Bean Crop in State Reported. 

Auburn.—The Field Agent of the 
Bureau of Crop Estime of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, on 
duty in Alabama, from the reports of 
his regular crop aids, submits an esti¬ 
mate of the production of velvet beans 
In Alabama for the present season 
The following is a summary for the 
State: Number of acres grown to vel¬ 
vet beans, 2,334,000; Percentage which 
will be picked, 60.8; Number of acres' 
which will be picked, 1,421,100; Aver 
age yield per acre, in tons, 0.598; Num¬ 
ber of tons which will be picked, 850,- 
300; Per cent of beans picked which 
will probably be sold, 49.2; Number of 
tons of beans which will probably be 
sold, 418,400; Remaining to be fed on 
farm, 431,900; Number of acres which 
will be grazed off, 912,900. This esti¬ 
mate shows the proable disposition of 
the velvet bean crop as of the 15th of 
.November. Picking had not at that 
c|ate been completed.

Doings of the Various Departments oi 
the Commonwealth Given for 
Our Readers.

A movement has been set on foot by 
Governor Charles Henderson, and the 
members of the delegation who visited 
the Alabama boys at Camp 'Wheeler at 
Macon, Ga., by which the folks back 
home, ■who are so disposed, can do 
something for the Alabama soldiers 
now in training, and those who are to 
follow them in the training camps. - 

In describing the particulars of the 
plan. Governor Henderson says: 

“There are quite a number of 
.things that can be sent to them that 
will add to their comfort and con¬ 
venience that are neither provided by 
the Government or supplied by war 
work associations, but are recom¬ 
mended by the military authorities as 
desirable for them to have. If these 
articles should be sent them by an or¬ 
ganization in their State and obtained 
by a general subscription it will give 
the act a touch of sentiment which 
■would add to the appreciation of the 
recipients. In this tvay all would be 
remembered and would prove to them 
that the State as a whole had kindly 
personal feeling for each one. Let us 
show them by this token that our 
thoughts are of them and that our 
best wishes go with them.” 

With this Idea in mind, the State 
Council of Defense has been designat¬ 
ed as the organization to have charge 
of raising this fund, with the cam¬ 
paign In direct charge of the County 
Councils of Defense, who will not ask 
for any contributions larger than $1. 

This plan is to be carried into each 
community, and the amounts thus col¬ 
lected will be turned over by the 
County Chairmen to the State Treas-- 
urer, T. O. Smith, of Birmingham.

Alabama’s Birth To Be Observed. 

A movement has been inaugurated 
to interest the public school teachers 
and their pupils in the proper celebra¬ 
tion of Alabama’s brthday, which oc¬ 
curs December' 14. Mrs. Idyl King 
Sorsby has written a letter to the 
County Superintendent of Schools, en¬ 
closing for reference a pamphlet pub¬ 
lished n 1913, which gives the history 
of the movement to make Alabama’s 
birthday a State holiday from its in¬ 
ception. The Board of Education will 
inform the principal of each school and 
enclose the program suggested, and 
allow each to take the initiative, and 
if they desre, conduct approprate ex¬ 
ercises in their schools.

The litigation 
arose through the attempt of the Wa 
ter Company to use water from the 
Big Springs at Jacksonville, which 
had already-been tapped by the Profile 
Cotton Mill. It was held that the 
Springs were public property and the 
decision of the lower court in favor ol 
the Calhoun Water Company was af¬ 
firmed.

TEUTON ADVANCE SEEMS TO 
HAVE BEEN EFFECTIVELY 
STOPPED. 


TEUTONS SUFFER BIG LOSS 


British and French ArnTies On Italian 
Front and Will Operate As Sepa¬ 
rate Units—Teutons Attack 

/ Italian Positions in Albania. 

London. — The long rumored turn of 
the Italian armies in the offensive is 
Indicated in late official communica¬ 
tions from both Berlin and Rome. 

From the report of observers who 
have been allowed to visit the battle 
front much may be taken to assume 
that such is the plan of Diaz and his 
generals. Great masses of Infantry re¬ 
serves have been brought up, together 
with a marked concentration, of big 
guns. 

It is very doubtful if any major op¬ 
eration on the part of the Italians 
would be directed along the PiSve 
front, but along the line between the 
Bretna and the Piaye the Italians 
have carried out several feinting ope 
rations in an endeavor to determine 
the strength of the enemy. It; is prob¬ 
able that any offensive would be di¬ 
rected at this point. 

With the arrival of the • Anglo- 
French reinforcements the whole sit¬ 
uation has taken a turn for the bet¬ 
ter. The announcement by Gen. Mau¬ 
rice, British director of the bureau of 
military operations, that the crisis in- 
Italy had passed, was taken by many 
experts to indicate that the situation 
had taken a most encouraging and 
hopeful aspect. 

Both the British army under Gen 
Blumer and the French . under Gen. 
Mayerole are real armies in ever.v 
sense of the word. They are fresh, 
and were not merely sent for the sake 
of a reinforcement in the general 
sens^ of the word. They are there foi 
the definite purpose of operating as 
separate units. 

Berlin in its official report admits 
that the Italians have successfully 
conducted heavy attacks against their 
positions on the west bank of the 
Brenta and on Monte Tomba (on the 
northern front). These attacks failed, 
according to the German communica¬ 
tion, but they bear out the theory now 
advanced that the Italians are putting 
out feelers in the liope of locating a 
weak spot in the enemy line. 

According to Rome there has been 
heavy artillery fire along the entire 
front, but no infantry engagement r£ 
any Importance is recorded. An es¬ 
pecially heavy fire was directed 
against the Germans in the lower Pi- 
ave by Italian batteries when the en¬ 
emy attempted to move into the river 
in boats. 


All Tin Commandeered. 

Washington.—Protests by canners 
against government commandeering of 
tin revealed that the navy department 
has commandeered all tin in New York 
wareliouiies.

returned from an inspection trip 
through Pima and Pinal counties. 


Naval Reserves To Man Ships. 

Washington.—Naval reserves ■will 
man all American ships transporting 
troops and supplies, under a plan be¬ 
ing worked out by Secretary Daniels 
and the shipping hoard, to avoid hav¬ 
ing civilians aiboard vessels engaged 
In war work.

WAR department ANNOUNCES 
SAFE ARRIVAL OF “RAINBOW 
DIVISION” IN FRANCE. 


MILITIA FROM EVERY STATE 


Large Force of Soldiers, Embracing 
Men From Every State In War 
• Zone and Take Up Final 
Training 

With thcj American Army in France. 
—^Natio«-. guardsmen from every 
state in the uu’oa have arrived in 
Prance. They are among the troops 
now training or-lately arrived. While 
It is not permitted to .disclose tho 
identity of units, it may be said that 
all those which sailed from the United 
States have arrived safely and that 
some already are in training within 
sound o-f the guns on the battle front. 

The guardsmen have been arriving 
in the American zone for many weeks. 
They are scattered somewhat, but as 
far as possible the units from the 
same state have been kept close to¬ 
gether, except in one case. They found 
the regular army had made good prep¬ 
arations for'them, and while many are 
billeted in bouses in French to-wns, 
others have been quartered in ‘low 
wooden barracks, especially erected. 

The troops from the various states 
have been recognized by the FTench 
population and have been welcomed 
enthusiastically.

Further Army Plans. 

Ambulance and' escort wagons for 
an army of 2,033,000 men will require 
the expenditure of 310,600,000, accord¬ 
ing to the recently published urgent 
deficiency e.stiinates. This sum is ex¬ 
pected to cover the acquisition of 65,- 
000 escort wagons, 60,000 water waf- 
aus, 3,400 ambulance wagons, 10,000 
medical carts and 5,000 small arms em- 
munition wagons. ' Thqse figures are 
all additional to the increased esti¬ 
mates for motor transport.—Army and 
Navy Journal. | 


Commissions Will Be Refused Young 
Men Within Draft Age Except 
For Special Duty. 

Washington. — So-called “slacker' 
commissions, by which men of draft 
age seek to escape service in the ranks 
and get officers’ places in noncombat¬ 
ants branches of the army, have struck 
a snag in two general policies laid 
down by Secretary Baker. 

These are, first, that no men of' 
draft age can -be commissioned unless 
it is shown clearly that they are bet¬ 
ter fitted for the special work to which 
they are called than any civilian bs- 
yond the draft age whose services can 
be secured; and, second, that no func¬ 
tion, of the army that can he carried 
on efficiently with civilians shall be 
place.d on a military footing by com¬ 
missioning the men needed to super¬ 
vise the work.

demand has been made upon them for the same. The assessor has no 
discretion in the matter of remitting the penalty.

In o^'ering “War Savings Stamps” 
to the public the United States 
Government has made immediately 
available for every man, woman 
and child in the country a profita¬ 
ble, simple and secure investment. 

War Savings Stamps are the an¬ 
swer of a great democracy to the 
demand for a democratic form o£ 
government security. They are 
“little baby bonds.” Like Liberty 
bonds, they have behind them the 
entire resources of the Government 
and people of the United States. 
They have the additional advan¬ 
tage that they steadily increase in 
value from the date of purchase un¬ 
til the date of maturity, and this 
increase is guaranteed by the Gov¬ 
ernment. These stamps are issued 
in two denominations, the 25-cent 
stamp and the $5 stamp.

The following very interesting 
communication, written by one of 
our most esteemed townsmen, was 
clipped from a recent copy of the 
Birmingham Age-Herald: 

Editor Age-Herala: 

I confess I have never been an enthu¬ 
siastic believer in foreitrn missions I 
have been in the mission fielos of 
China, Japan, Egypt, India, Burmah, 
the Philippines, and Mexico several 
times. I have repeatedly tried to learn 
the good this work, which takes so ma¬ 
ny millions from our country, was do¬ 
ing. I must say, in all candor and sin¬ 
cerity, that the more I saw and tieurd 
of it, he /ess it impressed me. 

I admit as a tourist mv investigations 
resulted in what might be cai.ed surface 
opinions; still, I would wager that if 10 
•intelligent, unbiased businessmen were 
sent lO these countries to investigate 
foreign missions and the good'accom- 
plfslied, nine out of the ten would come 
back with the same opinions that I have 
formed. At the very outset, it you will 
look very closely at the teacnings of all 
these heathen religions, if we may call 
thorn such, you will discover that the 
moral effect' of their beliefs coincide 
with ours. I have often told this inci¬ 
dent: 

In India one hay I was talking to an 
intelligent Hindoo. I asked him if he 
believed in a God. He saio: “Yes, 
there must be a G d; there must be one 
God. You call Him Christ. I call Him 
Buddha, but the same God.” I asked 
another Hindoo what his religion taught 
him. He promptly replied, “My re¬ 
ligion teaches me appiness; hut, to get 
happiness, I must mane others nappy, 
and then I get happy myself.” 

I could but wonder if we had a better 
religion than that. I went into a Hin¬ 
doo temple. I saw pictures painted on 
the walls representing different kinds 
of punishments. One represented a 
man being crircified, head ao.vn. I was 
told this was for murder. Others of va¬ 
rying degrees represented puoisuments 
for other sins There were ten, in all, 
and they represented, practically, pun¬ 
ishments for breaking the ten com¬ 
mandments. 

I realize our good people who are so 
zealous in the cause of foreign missions' 
contend they are directed by the teach¬ 
ing of the Bible in tnis great undertak¬ 
ing, and many honestly believe that 
every heathen who has not embraced 
the religion of Jesus Christ as we see it, 
is etei-nally damned—whether they 
have heard of it or not. For my part I 
would hate to have this idea of the 
Chr St I have been taught to believe in. 

That the uncounted millions in India 
and China need education, is not de¬ 
batable. To embrace and understand 
jour ideas of religion, education is indis¬ 


pensable, but if we are to supply the 
means for that education we may as 
well stop now. It is imposs ble. 

I am writing this to call the attention 
of your readers to the vast sums sent, 
each year, to these countries in support 
of the mission work. While we are 
spending millions trying to save the 
souls of the “heathen Chinee,” our 
Christian Syrians are literally starving 
to death. We are now moving neaven 
and earth to get means to support our 
Red Cross and Y. M. C. A. work in 
France. Yet, missionary societies are 
calling for money to try and convert 
the hordes of heathen who have a re¬ 
ligion of their own, thousands of years 
older than ours, to all intents and pur¬ 
poses, for them, just as good, and cer- 
tainh one that thev can understand. 

Our own boys, on the bloodiest of all 
battlefields, giving their very lifeblood, 
are crying for help. Starving thousands 
m.utely apoeal to us for bread. Our 
allied forces are bleeding at every pore. 
Our own government is calling for ev¬ 
ery doll ir it can get. Would it no: be 
the wise thing to recall every mission¬ 
ary and use these funas for our own 
suffering people?

We can sympathise with, much 
that Mr. Reynolds says, and qfcite 
agree with him in ascribing much 
excellence to the religious teachings 
of out brown brethren of the Orient. 
Our Lord says: “Thou shalt not re¬ 
vile the gods.” Many of them have 
the virtue to believe in One God. 
Many of us so-called Christians 
make such a lip profession, but in 
reality we believe in two or three 
Gods. And our Unitarian (riends, 
who confess only one God, seem to 
us more benighted than the heathen 
of India, because they deny the di¬ 
vinity of Christ, which, in our opin¬ 
ion, makes of the Bible nothing but 
an aggregation of lies. 

To resist light is to invite dark¬ 
ness. This thing many of us have 
done, and because we love dark¬ 
ness God has permitted that we 
may “believe a lie and be con¬ 
demned.” We doubt if the dark¬ 
ness of China or India is so great as 
that which envelopes the quarters 
of the proud in New York and Lon¬ 
don, Paris and Berlin. It seems 
strange to us that men can profess 
Christianity and teach as those dig¬ 
nitaries ({o'. “The pen is mightier 
than the' sword," is a quotation we 
do not hear nowadays. So far as 
our observation goes, men believe 
in big armies and big guns rather 
than in God. Was it a meaningless 
question, therefore, when He asked, 
“When the Son of Man cometh 
shall He find faith on earth?” He 
will find plenty of faith in Dollars 
and the Mailed Fist. 

But .we thoroughly believe in 
sending missionaries—both to the 
heathen in China and those at 
home. When it comes to looking 
for the good accomplished by mis¬ 
sionaries abroad we dare say some 
of us would be puzzled to find any 
good wrought by some of the min¬ 


isters in America. And did not 
the great prophet, Elijah, complain 
to God that his countrymen had re¬ 
jected his teachings and that none 
were left to serve the Lord? But 
the Lord did not cease sending mis¬ 
sionaries to Israel, and the fact that 
“7,000 souls had not bowed the knee 
to Baal,” may show that our mis- ’ 
sionaries to the heathen are leaven¬ 
ing a great lump of humanity for 
God of which we have no visible 
evidence. 

Our hearts go out to Uncle Sam’s 
boys who go forth to battle for their 
country. But we are told America 
spends as much for war in ONE 
DAY as she does for China in a 
whole year. So, in view of the na¬ 
tion’s weatlh, we would not lessen ■ 
the mission receipts. Rather, we 
would value the lives of our sons 
more, and liberty less, believing 
God does not require such a sacri¬ 
fice, if by any means we might per¬ 
suade our countrymen to make 
proffers of peace on the terms pro¬ 
posed by Lord Lansdowne. 

As to that unreasonable theory 
that the Allies cannot negotiate 
with Germany because she cannot 
be trusted, we should like to ask 
how it was that the True God could 
negotiate with the false Satan and 
place his good servant. Job, in his 
hands? Is not this an example 
which the good people of England 
and America should remember in 
the present crisis, and plead for a 
consideration of Lord Lansdowne’s 
terms? 

Certainly we should think our 
duty to the starving Syrians de¬ 
mands that we help them. Alas! 
who shall help us to fight against 
oiir own selfishness? We fear that 
God is nfearer heathen India today 
than He is to many of us in America. 
The Lord is on our lips, but Dollars 
are enshrined in our hearts. How, 
then, can our sons escape war?

PLANT EAST OF SHEFFIELD 
NEAR DAM NO. 2. , 


TO COST NEAR $300,000,000 

The First Unit of the Plant Will Be 
Completed Within Six Months 
Is the Prediction. 


Montgomery—A special from Wash¬ 
ington says; 

The need of ammonia for the man¬ 
ufacture of the explosive, ammonium 
nitrate, has become so acute that the 
government, without official an¬ 
nouncement, is preparing ruthlessly 
to proceed towards the acquisition of 
this war necessity. , 

It is definitely learned that imme¬ 
diate work will be initiated just east 
of Sheffield, near dam No. 2, Muscle. 
Shoals, in the construction of a gov¬ 
ernment cynamid plant involving an 
penditure of approximately $30,000,- 
06. In this plant the cyanamid pro¬ 
cess of air fixation will be em¬ 
ployed, and I the American Cyanamid 
company, for the benefit of the gov¬ 
ernment, has, for the duration of the 
war, surrendered its processes, pa¬ 
tents, data„ chemists and engineers. 
Frank 6. Washburn, president of the 
company, has, in addition, given the 
government his services. The first 
imit of ttie plant will be completed 
within six months. 

Power for the plant will be supplied 
by the steam plant of the Alabama 
Power Company, located on the War¬ 
rior river in Walker county.

The 
power plant, to serve the government 
projects, will be enlarged and extend¬ 
ed at an initial cost of $3,000,000. 

In order tliat gigantic plans might 
not be checkmated, it was stated that 
the government is preparing immed¬ 
iately to take possession of 2200 acres 
of land east of Sheffield.

Birmingham Has Good Export Trade. 
■ Birmingham'—Canned goods, packed 
in the Birmingham district, are now 
being exported to every part of the 
United States, Including the home of 
the canning industry, Maryland, as 
well as to Europe, and. Instead of Ala¬ 
bama buying corn, this State exported 
within the past month ^80 carloads of 
com. This result is due in a large 
measure to-the extensive work of the 
Preparedness Pood Committee of this 
district, and the public at large has no 
idea how far-reaching have been the 
efforts of this committee. Alabama 
has consumed more com this year 
than ever before, and still Js export¬ 
ing com right along out of the United 
States, the consignments during the 
last month alone amounting to over 
iso cars. Our velvet beans and pea¬ 
nuts are bringing good prices and 
there Is no trouble in selling them. 
They are also leaving the State In. ca.r: 
load quantities, especially from the 
southern part of Alabama.

Bible Classes of State Will Meet. 

Birmingham.—The Alabama Jlen’a 
Organized Adult Bible Class Federa¬ 
tion and the Alabama Women’s Or¬ 
ganized Adult Bible Class Federation 
will hold their third annual Stale con- 
i vention in Birmingham, Monday, Tues- 
' day and Wednesday, April 22, 23 and 
24, 1918 according to announcemeni 
from the Sunday School headquarters 
in Montgomery. These organizations 
are composed of the organized adult 
Bible classes of all denominations in 
the State, and are auxiliary to the 
Alabama Sunday School Association. 
Approximately 4,000 classes with a to¬ 
tal enrollment of 60,000 inen and wo¬ 
men included in the two federations, 
and eight denominations are represent¬ 
ed in their membership. The Alabama 
Federation is the first State Federa¬ 
tion in the world, it is said, and has 
been accepted as the plan on which 
other States have based their organ¬ 
izations.

man’s Federation. These officials will 
preside over the twin convention. The 
day session will be held' separately 
with a mass meeting of the two or¬ 
ganizations together at night.

Pearce of Chicago, adult division su¬ 
perintendent of the International Sun¬ 
day School Association, will attend 
both conventions. With him on the 
program will be some twenty or thir¬ 
ty of the leading adult Bible class 
workers of this and other cities.

Birmingham.—Pig iron production in 
November showed a reduction of 13,-

ting down of a furnace at Bessemer, 
and other troubles.

A thorough investiga¬ 
tion of the origin of the fire is being 
made.

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REMOVE UNJUST DISCRIMINATIONS 

OF FREIGHT RATES AND UNDUE PREFER¬ 
ENCES ON CERTAIN IMPORTANT COMMODITIES 

Two of the principal constructive objects sought to be accomplished by the 
petition filed with the Alabama Public Service -Commission by the undersigned 
railroads of Alabama at the hearing on Jan. 16, 1918, are: 

FIRST: To conform to the principles of rate making estab¬ 
lished by the Interstate Commerce Commission by removing unjust 
discriminations and undue preferences in favor of one locality as 
against another, and to eliminate inequalities' which now require 
certain commodities to bear.a just proportion of transportation 
cost while other commodities are permitted to bear less than a 
just proportion. 

SECOND: By reason of successive reductions, the whole body 
of Alabama Freight Rates has become so low and so out of relation 
with Interstate Rates, as to not produce a reasonable return on 
the value of the property devoted to the public use; by such re¬ 
vision it is proposed to produce sufficient revenue to enable the 
railroads to meet the constant and tremendous increase in the cost 
of supplying transportation. 

• A similar condition exists in practically every-state in the 
Southeast. To meet the situation the railroads have prepared and 
have presented to the Public Service Commissions in a majority of 
the Southeastern States, petitions which seek to remove and elimi¬ 
nate inequalities and unjust discriminations, and to comply with the 
mandates of the Supreme Court of the United States and of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

In the Shreveport case, the Supreme Court of the United States held; 

“The power to deal with the relations between two kinds of rates as a relation 
lies exclusively with Congress. It is manifest that the State cannot fix the relation 
of a carrier’s inter and intrastate charges without directly interfering with the 
former, unless it simply follows the standard set by the Federal Authorities.” 


UNJUST DISCRIMINATIONS 

There are approximately 25 of the 
larger trade centers in Alabama which 
enjoy freight rates that unjustly dis¬ 
criminate against other towns in the 
State. The existing rate adjustment 
has had the effect of largely centralizing 
business in these few cities, without 
promoting the growth and development 
of other and smaller cities and towns. 

The object of the revision is to give 
fair and competitive rates to these 
smaller cities and towns and produce 
equality in charges under substantially 
similar conditions and circumstances. 

Many commodities enjoy unreason¬ 
ably low rates, and do not bear their 
proportionate share of transportation 
cos-t. These rates discriminate unjustly 
against other commodities which bear 
a reasonable transportation cost. 

The object of the petition is to in¬ 
crease the unreasonably low rates so 
that each commodity will have equal 
opportunity in the matter of Freight 
Rates. 


MORE REVENUE REQUIRED 

The Railroads of Alabama are manu¬ 
facturers. Their sole commodity is 
Transportation. Transportation is a 
fundamental business necessity, and the 
better the service rendered, the bfetter 
is a State able to meet competition in 
commerce. Manufacturers of other 
commodities enjoy the privilege of in¬ 
creasing prices to meet increased cost 
of production, while the railroads enjoy 
no such privilege, yet are required by 
law to observe schedules and furnish 
service without any provision being 
made for increased expenses. 

It costs more now to produce trans¬ 
portation than ever before, while the 
rates are lower than ever before. 

The earnings per ton per mile on all 
freight traffic handled for the fiscal year 
ending June 30th, 1917, by some of the 
railroads in Alabama, was six mills or 
three-fifth of one penny. In other words 
the railroads handled five tons of freight 
one mile for the price of a 3 cents post¬ 
age stamp. 


COMPARISONS SHOWING CHANGED CONDITIONS 

The vehicles necessary to haul 'the five tons of freight -were a locomotive which costs today 
800 per cent more than in 1916, and a box car which costs today 90 per cent more than in 1916. 
If a mule and wagon which cost $300 hauled the same freight the same distance the cost of 
transportation would be about' $3.00. 

The railroads paid 142 per cent more for labor in 1915 than in 1901. The amount paid for 
labor out of each dollar received by the Railroads in 1901 was .39 46-100 cents; the amount 
increased in 1915 to .46 34-100 cents.. The increase since 1916 has been even greater. 

The railroads return to the - people in wages and taxes alone more than half of their gross 
revenue. 

The same business laws apply to Railroads as to all other concerns, and with State and Fed¬ 
eral jurisdiction over them, their every operation is open to the public. Are they not entitled 
to equal consideration? - - . 

The only question involved is whether the proposed revision is just and reasonable from 
Uie standpoint of the public and the railroad^ We invite investigation. 

A DECLARATION OF POLICY 

It is not and ivill not be the policy of the undersigned railroads 
to propose any system of rates which would unjustly discrim¬ 
inate against the Alabama producer in favor of producers located 
without the state. Should this policy appear to he violated by 
any technical construction of oin petition we give assurance that 
we will not propose, nor will we attempt to adopt, in actual 
practice, any rates at variance with the same.

THIRTEEN NEGRO INFANTRYMEN 
HANGED FOR PART IN RIOTS 
. , AT HOUSTON, TEX. 


41 GIVEN LIFE SENTENCES 

One Gets Two and a Half Years and 
Three Tvjo Years in Prison 
Five Acquitted. 


San Antonio.—A trampled clearing 
in a lonely mesquit thicket oA. the 
'oig government reservation here, ex- 
, cept tlie ashes of two huge bonfires, 
showed no signs that it was the exe¬ 
cution place of 13 negro soldiers of 
the Twenty-fourth infantry. 

The negroes, convicted of partici¬ 
pating in the riots of Houston on Au¬ 
gust 23, last, were hanged at 7:17 
o’clock, one minute before sunrise. 

After dark motor trucks carried 
the lumber for the scaffolds and a 
company of engineers to the clearing. 
The scaffolds were built by firelight. 
Motor trucks shortiy after a o’clock 
carried the condemned negroes from 
the barracks where they spent their 
last night, and the officers and mili¬ 
tary guard to the place of execution. 
The trucks later carried the bodies to 
a place as indistinguishable as the 
execution site, where burial took 
place, and then they hauled back to 
Port Sam Houston every piece of tim¬ 
ber used in the scaffold, so that the 
site was cleared before formal an¬ 
nouncement of the ex.ecutlons had 
been issued by the southern depart¬ 
ment headquarters. 

Knew Fate Since Sunday 

The condemned negroes had 
■known of tlieir fate since Sunday. 
Twelve of them sought spiritual coun¬ 
sel of army Y. M. C. A. workers. The 
thirteenth, pivhose name has not been 
disclosed, gave no inkling that he 
knew. Outwardly all were stoical. 
They did not know the date of the 
execution, but last night they were 
taken from the cavalry guardhouse, 
where they have been prisoners for 
more than a month, and placed in sep¬ 
arate barracks. 

Aside from less than a dozen offi¬ 
cers of the southern department and 
the sheriff of Bexas county, no one 
in the city or the annp camps knew 
of the execution date or place. The 
other defendants were ignorant of the 
fate of their companions until after 
the formal announcement had been 
made. 

The condemned men were aroused 
this morning a few minutes before 
regular army reveille, 5:30 o’clock. 
The military guard had been sum¬ 
moned silently and no sound was 
heard in the camp where nearly 40,- 
000 men were sleeping, except the 
. purring ' of the army truck motors 
awaiting their loads. The negroes 
dressed in their regular uniforms as 
carefully as for Inspection. 

Neither Bravado Nor Fear 

They displayed' neither hravador 
nor fear. They rode to the execution 
singing a hymn, but the singing was 
as that of soldiers on the march. Ar¬ 
rived at the clearing, the song 
ceased, the men, shackled, were 
helped from the trucks to the scaf¬ 
folds and seated on chairs. A low 
“Good-by hoys” addressed to members 
of their military guard who had been 
ih charge of the negroes since they 
were brought here from Fort' Bliss 
was the only expression from any of 
the negroes. 

The men’s feet were bound. An 
army chaplain offered prayer. An offi¬ 
cer called “Attention!” t^nd as on 
parade the negroes stood erect. They 
stood quietly while caps and nooses 
were adjusted and then stepped on 
the traps. The major in charge of 
the execution gave a signal and sol¬ 
diers sprung the traps. 

The ilegroes plunged nine feet to 
Instant death. 

No announcement has been made 
when the 41 negro defendants given 
life sentences by the courtmartial 
will be taken to Fort I*eavenworth. 

Only Five Acquitted 

Of the others, four were sentenced 
to dishonorable discharge from the 
army, forfeiture of all pay and al¬ 
lowances due and prison terms of two 
years and six months. Five were ac¬ 
quitted and sent to join their com¬ 
mands.

Home Demonstration work in Ala 
bama has recently received greatlj 
increased co-operation from the United 
States government. Under the pro 
visions of the Food Production Bii' 
just enacted by Congress, the Depart 
ment of Agriculture, has undertaker 
on a larger scale than ever before, thu 
task of maintaining during the wai 
an ample supply of food. 

One of i..e most important steps tc 
be taken this winter will be the ex. 
tension of the existing force of coun 
ty demonstration agents. In Alabama, 
there were on September first, 
Home Demonstration agents at work 
in 29 counties under the direct super¬ 
vision of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, and the State Exten¬ 
sion Service at Auburn. These wo¬ 
men have given their entire time to 
stimulating interest in the production 
of garden truck, poultry and other pro¬ 
ducts, among the women and girls, 
and have advised and instructed the 
people in their counties in regard to 
the most efficient methods of food 
utilization and conservation. 

Under the emergency appropriation, 
there will be appointed home demon¬ 
stration agents in every county in Ala¬ 
bama. The work of the Home Demon¬ 
stration agent is one of extreme prac¬ 
ticality. In the organized clubs, a 
four-year course of study is offered to 
girls between ten and eighteen years 
of age. Upon use'approved methods 
in planting tenth-acre gardens, ^ This 
tenth acre garden is the basis of the 
individual club members’ work but it 
is by no means the only work the club 
members undertake. 

During the first year the girls select 
lon'.i’.tces as their n'.ain crop, Isanilng 
l:Ow best to market both fresh and 
canned products. Each girl keeps an 
accurat-e record of the year’s work, 
in a book provided especially for this 
purpose. 

Lessons in plain .sewirg are given in 
the making of attractive uniforms, 
c-aps, towels, etc. The girhs are taught 
to can. preserve, and dry various t'ruits 
a .-id’vegetables, while the study of the 
preparation of vegetables for the tables 
and contests in bread-making and in¬ 
struction in this matter are given ac¬ 
tive places. 

The work with women will follow 
the same general plan as that with the 
girls. Women wUI be encouraged to 
plant gardens, but special work will 
be done with them in showing ways 
and means of economizing in the pre- 
par<ation of ihe food for the family. 
A study of the food needs of the fam¬ 
ily will be given, ana lessons in tho 
makitg of various bouseaold conven¬ 
iences, such as the iceless refrigera¬ 
tor. the fir?less cooko', and others. 

In order to do the most effecGve 
work, the counties must be thoroughly 
organizf d. With this end in view, com¬ 
munity centers will be selected in each 
county, and the work will be conduct¬ 
ed from these central points. Clubs 
tor girls and women will be formed at 
these points, and in co-oporaUon with 
the agent and the local school teach¬ 
ers, deilnij-e provrams will f^o nianno-’ 
and followed. Every woman and girl 
in the surrounding territory i.s urged 
ro join one of these clubs and !e.ain 
to do her part under our present w.nr 
conditions.. 

This season attcutir-n has been given 
especially to conserving the large food 
crops raised throughout the state. Hun- 
d'^cds of thousands of*cans h:v’® 
lil’ed, and puntries of the homes hi 
Alabama are better frJh'd than eve' 
before. In some parts of tl)e country 
however, the statonrent has been re¬ 
peatedly made that the f-ovoi-nmcnt in- 
tendi to take from every family, all 
goods put up in ex'-ess of 100 puarts.

Is It Needed in Prosecu¬ 
tion of the War? 


Montevallo, Ala., Dec. 17, ’17. 
Editor Montevallo Advertiser: . 

1 read your reply to Mr. Reynolds in 
your last issue, and I wish to say that 
while I agree with your every position 
it seems to me you have not properly 
sensed the meaning of Mr. Reynolds’ 
article. ^That gentleman, as I take it, 
does not dispute the correctness of 
rnissionary effort, hut, in view 'of the 
quality of the present workers in the 
field, in view of the fact that their work 
at least seems ineffective, and in view 
of fbi fact that every resource now ap¬ 
pears to be needed in this gigantic war 
for demncr-iiiv, he simply asks if it 
would riot be weiV, for the oeriod of the 
war, to divert every u.oliar we oossibly 
can to the winning of the war we be¬ 
lieve to be so just. 

In your concluding paragraph yoa 
speak of selfishness being a requisite 
to war. In that case all the earth 
should be embroiled, for no man treats 
his neighbor just as he would like for 
that neighbor to treat him,—and those 
who claim that they do may be honest, 
---but they only advertise their own 
idiocy.

FOOD PRODUCTION BEST EVER 

Aggregate Production of Corn Does 
Not Reach Preliminary Estimate 
Made Two Months Ago,

Department of Agriculture through 
its Field Agent for Alabama, submits 
the following estimate of the produc¬ 
tion of the principal crops in Ala- 
Imna. for 1917. in comparison with 
that of 1916;

Of the acreage reported for 1917 
about one-third was either interplanL 
ed or duplicated, leaving about t'wo- 
thirds actually, cultivated. 

The hay crop for 1917 Includes 
that from peanut vines, co'wpea vines 
and all other sources. 

The aggregate production of corn 
does not reach the preliminary esti¬ 
mate of the Bureau made two months 
agg. 

The yelld of cotton is disappointing 
though larger per acre than last year. 

A large portion of the small grain 
was destroyed and the yield of the re¬ 
mainder lowered by the Itnense cold 
of February and the production of 
wheat and oats was disappointing. 

The yield of all other crops was 
satisfactory, and the production of 
food and feed stuffs was the largest 
in the history of the State. 

The value of this crop can not be 
compared with that of any previous 
year. High unit prices multiplied in¬ 
to record productions yield an ag¬ 
gregate value of unprecedented pro¬ 
portions. A total Income has been 
realized of more than $ 1,100 per farm 
more than $800 per plow, and about 
$34 per acre cultivated. This com¬ 
pares with a return of $550 per farm, 
$411 per plow, and $15 per acre cul¬ 
tivated to all crops in 1909.

Graduate Nurses Called to Army 
Birmingham.—Every graduate nurse 
in Alabama has been called to enter 
the military Red Cross, if possible, and 
to enroll with Miss Helen McLean, 
President of the Alabama Graduate 
Nurses’ Asso'ciation, immediately. Miss 
McLean said the demand for nurses 
was conilng much more quickly and 
In greater numbers than had been ex¬ 
pected, and she apeals to the regis¬ 
tered nurses of Birmingham and the 
State jto go into the service as their 
duty, just as men are enlisting as sol¬ 
diers, because it is their patriotic duty. 
“The War Department has called for 
hundreds of nurses in this last order;

“In a sense the re¬ 
sponse by the Alabama nurses has 
been splendid, but they must do more. 
The trained nurses simply must go to 
the fronL as it were. That is the 
only way. Soon there will be virtual¬ 
ly a medical draft which will includi 
the graduate nurses.”

Washington.—Senator Bankhead be¬ 
lieves the Warrior river :!5ould be 
utilized to the fullest extent. He has 
discussed the navigation possibilities 
with the Army Board of Engineers 
preparatory to Introducing in the Sen 
ate a bill for the further improvement 
of the Warrior.’ The bill to be of¬ 
fered win provide for authorizing a 
survey from Lock 17 to the mouth of 
the river, a distance of practically 600 
miles.

SEVEN YEARS TO DECIDE 

Wild Demonstration Follows the An¬ 
nouncement of Result—Alabam¬ 
ians Divide on Measure 


Senate Accepts Dry Amendment 
Washington.—The proposed consti¬ 
tutional amendment for' national pro¬ 
hibition was finally submitted by Con¬ 
gress to the states for ratification or 
rejection within seven years. The 
Senate compieted congressional ac¬ 
tion by accepting House amendments 
to the resolution of submission on a 
rising vote of 47 to 8 , without a roll 
call. , 


Washington.—Nation-wide prohibi¬ 
tion won in the House and only the 
adjustment of a slight difference in 
resolutions between the House and 
Senate now stands In the way of sub¬ 
mitting to state legislatures an amend¬ 
ment to the efderal constitution foir 
bidding the manufacture, sale or im¬ 
portation of intoxicating liquor for 
beverage purposes in the United States 
or its territories. - 

The vote in the House, taken after 
a day of debate before crowded gal¬ 
leries, was 282 to 128, with the parties 
dividing almost eveenly. The margin 
for prohibition was just eight Votes 
more than the necessary two-thirds 
vote. 

When Speaker Clark announced the 
result the victors were joined by the 
galleries in such a demonstration as 
is rarely permitted in the House. For¬ 
mer Secretary Bryan, an Interested 
spectator nearly all day, appeared on 
the floor and polned in receiving con¬ 
gratulations with Representative 
Webb of North Carolina, who had led 
the fight. I 

The President’s approval is not re¬ 
quired and the state legislatures may 
act as soon as they please after the 
signatures of the Vice President and 
Speaker Clark have been attached to 
the resolution. 

Every attempt to put on amend¬ 
ments to except light, wines and beer 
was beaten and 141 democrats stood 
aligned with 137 republicans and four 
independents to win the final victory 
for the prohibitionist forces. 

The victory followed a typical all- 
day debate in which hundreds ex¬ 
plained their positions. As in the Sen¬ 
ate when Senator Underwood and Sen¬ 
ator Bankhead divided, Alabamians in 
the House equally divided. For the 
amendment Representatives Steagall, 
Alraon, Bankhead, Oliver and Burnett 
voted. Against the amendment Rep¬ 
resentatives Gray, Dent, Blackmon, 
Heflin and Huddleston voted. 

With the exception of Mr. Huddles¬ 
ton, no Alabamian attempted during 
the long day to explain his contem¬ 
plated action. A two-minute rule pre¬ 
vailed, and even Mr. Huddleston was 
unable to proceed at great length into 
the intricate subject.

An Ordinance to be entitled, An Ordinance to Prescibe and Fix and 
Levy a License Tax upon Certain Vocations-and Businesses in the Town 
of Calera, Ala., from January 1, 1918, to January 1, 1919, and to pre¬ 
scribe the punishment for doing business without first taking out and 
paying the same. , y, ^ 

SECTION 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor and Council of the Town of 
Calera that all persons, firms or corporations who shall engage in or car¬ 
ry on, or being engaged in or carrying on any of the trades, business or 
professions, or who shall keep or carry on or being interesting in keeping 
or carrying on any such establishment or other thing, or do any of the 
acts hereinafter specified in the Town of Calera on and after the first 
day of January, 1918, shall first pay and take out a. license tax for the 
privilege of doing such business, carrying on such trades or profession, 
keeping or carrying on such establishment pr other thing or doing such 
act for the time between the 1st day of January, 1918, and the 1st day 
of January, 1919, and shall pay such license tax'as follows:

SECTION 2. Be it further enacted that any person who sliail engaffe in or carry on any 
of the businesses, trades or professions, or who shall keep any establishment or other thing, 
or do any business or aci for which a license is required by this Ordin.mce on and after the 
first day of January, 1918, without having paid such license tax or obtained a license from 
. the Cit; Clerk as now provided by an Ordinance of said Town, shaO' be guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor and on conviction shall be fined not less than SlO.fiO nor more than SIOO.OO and 
may be imprisoned in the town prison or county jail or put to hard labor for the Town for 
not more than ■ sixty days.
